TJ1K CITY IN DENSE DARKNESS 


Tin1 Honitoiitiary Unroofed and tlic 


Htato Insane Asylum llailly 


Wrecked. 


Lirri.it ROCK, October 2.—A terrible 


cyclone Btruck this city tonight, devast- 
ating the buaineBB portion. Several per- 
sons are known to liave been killed and 
many injured. The business houses are 
in ruins. Tho state penitentiary was 
struck with fearful force, destroying the 
shops stables, unroofing tho cell buihl- 
inKH, injuring many convicts and killing 
one. Tho streeta arc filled with tin 
roofs, electric wires and other wreckage. 
The city ia in dense darkness. People 
ate searching for their relatives among 
the ruins. The insane asylum was 
blown down and many patients injured. 
A number of lunatics escaped, but sev- 
eral were afterwards recaptured. 
The damage to property is at least 


$1,000,000. When the penitentiary was 
unroofed a stampede took place among 
the convicts, but tho guards quelled 
the riot. Fortunately 500 convicts had 
been taken to a plantation a few days 
ai;o. The insane asylum was badly 
wrecked. The main 
buildings were 


demolished, destroying everything in- 
side. It is not known yet how many 
inmates were killed or injured, a8 many 
arc buried in the ruins. One of the 
medical staff was killed. The city is in 
^reat confusion and disorder. 


R AILROAD ACCIDENT. 


A Smoker Jumps the Track Near 


a Draw Bridge. 


OAKLAND, October 2.—As the local 


train on the narrow gauge railroad was 
approaching the Webster-street- draw- 
bridge about 0.30 this evening the last 
<;ar, which was the smoker, jumped the 
track. Tho engineer attempted to stop 
tho train, hut ucfore he was able to do 
HO the forward part of tho traiu waa o» 
the draw, and the smoking ear being 
dragged over tho ties. The coupling 
brofie just as tho car reached the bridge, 
and it rolled down the hank intu tbe 
water. 
Nearly 
all 
the 
passengers 


jumped from the car before it went over 
and a dozen or more wero severely 
bruised. Only two persons wont down 
with the car. They wero also injured, 
one of them, .1. C. Wilson of Kan Fran- 
cisco, having hia nose broken and re- 
ceiving internal injuries. Jiolh pasacii- 
•jcrs were taken from tho car. There 
were between sixty and seventy per- 
sons in UiG car when tho accident oc- 
curred. Jt is not thought that any one 
was fatally injured. A somewhat sim- 
ilar accident occurred at the same place 
four ycare ago, in which thirteen people 
lost their lives. 


Fifteen passengers wero hi the car 


wliich left tho track and fell into tho 
water at the side of tho roadbed. A 
juniority got out safely. P. J. Kiley, 
ticket auoiit at tho local agency of tho 
I louver and Kio Grande waa killed. 
Captain J. C. Watson of this city was 
Imdly hurt. 
Several passengers were 


bruiecd and otherwise badly injured. 


It is not known how tbe accident oc- 


•eurnsd. The railroad olllcials are keep- 
ing the facts secret. There waa appar- 
ently nothing the matter with the 
track. Tho rear truck first left tho 
rails, so it ia thought there wna some- 
thing wrong with tho car. 


Long Litigation Ended.

years of strife and twenty-seven years of 
litigation the famous Alvarado ranch 
case haa virtually passed out of the 
courts. Today was the last day for the 
payment of coats of the suit.
